The use of an oil-in- 
water emulsion in combination with biodegradable microparticles does not appear to be obvious 
in view of the art. The art generally employs water-in-oil emulsions in combination with 
microparticles, but offers no motivation to switch to the oil-in-water emulsion as an adjuvant. 
Therefore, the invention as claimed is novel and unobvious in view of the art of record.
